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Is 100 Per Cent Co-operation 
Possible? 


When in the course of human events does 
a radical idea cease to be radical and become 
conservative? 

This question is prompted by the publica- 
tion in these columns of how Queensland grow 
ers adopted compulsory co-operation and with 
100 per cent of the pineapple crop behind them 
foreed better distribution and a better deal 
from the eanners. 

Obviously, this is a radical idea. It is so 
regarded by many in Australia. Jt is wholly 
in the opposite direction from the California 
drift away from monopolistie co-operation and 
toward competitive, short-term co-operation. 

And yet, the very statement of the Queens- 
land experience, as brought to us by Mr. Rang 
er, seems to have been seen on fertile soil. The 
arbitrary action of California canners in deal 
ing with the peach growers had ‘tilled the soil 
and Jeft it mellow. 

A number of farm leaders who call them 
selves conservative have asked the qnestion: 
‘Tf Queensland could do it, why can’t we?”

J. M. Inman in a funk over prunes. The lat 
est membership drive had just failed, and he 
had resolved to let his prunes) rot) on the 
vround.

Secretary Jardine believes that the violent 
fluetuations in crops which produce a surplus 
one vear and a shortage the next should be 
handled by commodity-stabilization corpora 
fions. operated by farmers themselves, or hy 
their marketing organizations under the gen- 
eral enidance of a Federal Farm Board.

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It Follows the General Trend of Fashion 
Toward Elaborateness — The 
Draped Hat Appears. 


HEN August fades into the 

past we begin to plan defi- 

nitely for autumn, and give 

more than an occasional 
thought to winter. The very firet 
offerings in the spirit of the new 
geagon are to be found in the mil- 
Nnery salons, and advance show- 
ings of hats are to be observed 
long before summer hats fade from 
the picture. September is sure to 
impress with the need of a new 
chapeau. 

If one were to summarize the 
general mode, as we know it at the 
moment, by a single phrase, the 
expression would be-——‘an elaborate 
simplicity." We are conscious of 
an effect of simplicity, and at the 
game time we are impressed by 
the elaborate details that are used 
to obtain the desired result. Mil- 
linery interpretations for the new 
mode have caught this general 
apirit. 

Interest centers in materials, 
eolors, lines and trimmings, as 
usua), and fashion notes are plenti- 
ful concerning all four. And, we 
may add, they are interesting, for 
there is latitude in the possible 
choice of the new fall hat, a lati- 
tude that will continue, one feels, 
now that we have become accus- 
tomed to comprehensive displays 
of hats in no way resembling each 
ether. 

Size And Material Important 


Many of the displays include the 
large hat in a proportion not re- 
membered for many fall seasons, 
But it must be remembered that 
designers often show a predilection 
for many things, going on record 
Jn this respect, that do not become 
definitely a part of the mode 
when it shapes. They do not have 
the final say as to what shall be 
worn, though they may have a lot 
to do with !t, 

Late summer has seen an un- 
usual number of the garden type 
ef hat, worn, frequently, with long 
ostrich boas or sheer scarfs. This 
may have influenceed the new 
showings, or it may not, but large 
hats have a generous representa- 
tlon, and we can only await the 
verdict of the woman who really 
decides. If a prophesy is per- 
mitted, however, it will favor the 
amaller, more utilitarian shape. 

Lest the wrong impression be 
Biven, it should be stated that the 
small hat predominated, but, as in 
Many seasons, the large hat was 
not excluded. There will be no 
Gecided rivalry in the matter of 
wize—just width of choice; if such 
a condition exists, {t will be over 
materials, for as the situation is 
shaping at the present time our 
old friend felt is meeting with op- 
position. 

It Will Be A Velvet Season 

We have come, and rightly, to 
Jook upon felt as a fundamental of 
the hat mode, when it comes to 
materials. In one respect it has 
the advantage of its rival of the 
moment, for it is an all-the-year- 
round certainty. It has predom- 
inated, even in mid-summer, for 
Many seasons, but it is facing, at 
the present time, a most decided 
opposition in the really beautiful 
new velvets. 

Velvet will be a leader in the 
coat and frock mode, unless every 
sign fails. In the pre-season show- 
4ngs there were quite as many vel- 
vet hats as there were felts, and it 
was predicted that for a time felt 
would be relegated to second place. 
For the woman who buys conserva- 
tively, with little thought of sea- 
gon, felt will claim attention—it 
jwill not be without generous rep- 
lresentation. 

There will be other materi:its. 
too, for if there were not, variety 
would be missing. It is, essentia)- 


ly, between-season time, and the 
satin hat is always prominently 
featured when an old season is 
dying and a new season beginning. 
Hats that use belting ribbon are 
shown, and there are combinations 
of materials. Later there will be 
new fabrics in the inevitable fur 
coat hat. 


Colors Are All-Inclusive 


The color card of fashion bids 
fair to be a lengthy one, and it 
will include some new and many 
old shades of the best known 
colors. These shades will be char- 
acterived by depth and richness, 
for winter is at hand, and there is 
not, as yet, any special color 
stressed. Brown, gray, blue, green, 
red and purple are featured. Black, 
and black and white, will be every- 
where seen, 

In a large proportion of the 
models Gisplayed there was two- 
color manipulation. It was a 
favorite trimming medium, and 
along with fabric manipulation 
predominated, Trimmings, no mat- 
ter how ornate, resulted in simple 
effects—-one may do much with 
material and yet avoid fussiness. 
Restrained elegance seemed the 
watchword, arrived at by the most 
ingenious processes. 

Probably the really new note, 
when it comes to decoration, is the 
drape, which was generously em. 
ployed in all of the advance show- 
ings. Some of the new hats lead 
one to suspect that milliners have 
been taking a note from the coat 
designers, for they strike a wrap- 
around note that is identical with 
the most popular form of coat 
closing. Effects are generally 
feminine. 


Trimming Motifs Varied 


The designer who plans a really 
elaborate course realizes that there 
is danger of overdoing. And that 
danger has, apparently, been sedu- 
lously avoided. Tucks and folds 
are generously employed, and the 
drape, as before mentioned. Single 
trimming motifs, very lovely in 
themselves — especially incrusta- 
tions—achieve the desired effect, 
and stitching is a favorite theme. 

Cut-out effects, employing two 
colors or two shades of a color, 
are featured, and when felt is the 
medium, there {gs much manipula- 
tion of it to effect irregular, dec- 
orative lines. Ostrich feather 
decoration is being tried out, and 
there are some delightful models 
with this trimming. Bows of the 
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fabric are approved— self-trim- 
ming is the high note in every 
presentation. 


An attractive between-season 
mode! of satin is pictured. It is 
Dutch in its inspiration and the 
color ts navy. It shows a turned- 


up brim and flaring wings over 
each ear that are not only becom- 
ing but youthful in their effect. 
The sole trimming is the use of 
round jade pins, cleverly placed. 
Thie hat wi}l find uses all through 
the fall, and, later, with the fur- 
collared coat. 


When Velvet Is Sullicient 


The popularity of the ioque is 
constantly increasing, and an ex- 
cellent example of ‘its rather 
severe beauty is seen in the model 
of king's blue velvet that ts wholly 
untrimmed outside {ts expert fabric 
working. A torsade of velvet, in 
the shade of the hat and a Nghter 
tone, is folded and crossed most 
effectively, the skill of its mantpu- 
lation responsible for the perfec- 
tion of line. 

The model of velvet and belting 
ribbon in silver gray is another 
excellent example of what can be 
done with miuterials alone. The 
crown and brim is worked in fine 
“nervures’ with the velvet as the 
fabric. As usual, when the weave 
of two materials is different, there 
is just the slightest suggestion of 
color contrast, enough to relieve 
the model of anything like mo- 
notony. 

The model of felt seems to have 
sought some unusual medium for 
calling attention to itself. It may 
even have felt, the hostile attitude 
of velvet toward it. It ts covered 
thickly with tiny steel beads, and 
edged, a8 well, while the band is 
oY the plain felt with a simple 
ornamen! to finish it. We may 
look for unusualities In felts now 


that a really worthy rival has ap- 
peared.
